‘the Nethersole was one of the 
AMillated Hospitals of the Alice 
Met yjoriat. It was built. In the year 
1993 by the late Mr. H. Davis of 
Mesars. Linstead sind Davis, on a’site 
fronting ‘Bonham Road, a free gift 
icty, 
hd was -pineed under the munogc- 
ment and ‘control of that Society 
upon elmilar trusts to that of the 
Alice Memorial Hospita, numely.— 
“That the-Hospital shall be open to 
all persons + frrespective of race, 
creed, or nationality, who shall de- 
aire to avail themselves of the same.” 

‘This Hospital was built as an ex- 
tension to the Alice Memortal, At 
that time, the Chinese were heyin- 
ning to appreciate Western medicine 
and the benefit of hospital treatment. 
To relieve the congestion at the 
Alice Memorial, it was decided that 
nil cases. of women and — children 
treated In that Hospital should be 
transferred to this new Hospital. In 
consequence of such decision, the 
Nethersole became from the very 
beginning, a Hospital for. women 
amd children, and ft remained ro 
until I was pilled down In May 
193 ns the building beerme 
rous on account of the roof 
s being eaten through by white 
unts, . 

A Pressing’ Necd 

Stnee Its demolition, many . cases 
of women and children coming for 
haspital treutment could not be taken 
In on account of lack of accommoda- 
tion. But for some of the more 
rerlous cases special’ arrangements 
had to be made in the other AfMlated 
Wospitals fer their admission. In 
consequence of sugh makeeshift ar- 
rr nents, tlie work of the other 
Vospitals has been put to much in- 
convenience, 


Some time, back, the Committce,; known. 


on discoverlt hat white ants had 
made an Inroad to the: roof beams, 
realized that the Nethersole would 
have to be pulled down sooncr or 
Inter. Repairs were undertaken to 
patch up the roof from time to time 
and the costs of such repairs became 
greater and preater every yenr, In 
anticipation of the eventuality which 
hus hiappened, the Committee started, 
u few years ngo, a Building Fund 
Campaign. The question of cost for 
replocing the old building with a 
more modern ond up-to-date Hos- 
pital was gone into und it was found 
that, with equipments included, the 
toial cost would amount to’ $200,000.

Spanish flag. 


Macao became the principal entre- 
pot'of the trade with Chinn and 
Japan, as well us the headquarters 
of. the Catholic missions, Scveral 
colleges and convents were bullt and 
Christian converts were made, and 
the Catholic faith was soon carried 
alf_over China and the Far East. 

Fleets of ships were built and 
fortunes made, and-as the population 
urew in wealth and numbers, forts 
and churches were built,.among the 
first of which was the famous Church 
of St. Paul, the ruins of which may 
still be seen against the skyline 
in Macao.-

Apparently he was ‘dissatisfied with 
the organisation.

Upsdell, Headmaster, ‘appealed to 
pnrents to co-operate more fully with 
“the School staff in the interest of the 
education of their children.

F. Rees, Mrs. B. Wylie and Mrs. G. E. 
S. Upsdell. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


In presenting the annual report, 
the Rev. G. E, S. Upsdell, Head- 
master, said:—"It fs with great plea- 
sure that I present the report for the 
year 1935-6, the Inst year in out old 
‘school. Despite the’ crowded condi- 
tlons and the impossibility of some- 
tlmes getting a whole form into its 
room, the year bad been one of satise 
fnctory progress due to the excellent 
spirit prevailing nnd the determined 
efforts of the children to co-operate 
with the sta in malting the best of 
didicult situations. The least I can 
do is to express my appreciation of 
the spirit of the children and of the 
untiring elforta of the teachers, The 
result was that we were able to carry 
on until the very Jost day of term, 
and produce results which 
eredit to any school. 


“We had one honours in the Hong- 


kong School Certificate Examination,. 


two distinctions In English, ong dis- 
tinction in French, and altogether 
five posses.» Also five out of seven 
candidates passed the Cambridge 
School Certificate Examination. But 
examination results, fhough ‘Smpor- 
tant beenuse they are the entre into 
many walks of life, are not by any 
menane the hall.mark-of 1 school, The 
character of the children and their 
ability to fit into the corporate Iife 
of the community are among other 
things extremely important, and 
pupils who have passed through the 
school’ are a credit. to us, many of 
them now occupying important posi- 
tions, 

“Pusing the year, visita were made 
by large parties of the children to the 
Mai ‘lak Acrodrome, the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, The Commercial 
Press printing works, and the 
Dorado when she brought the first 
scheduled alrmnll from the Straits. 

“The Mbrary hos been very largely 
used, 30 books and morc being taken 
out dally by the children, and a large 
number of periodicals of an educa- 
tional nature: are extensively read in 
the library itself, May [express the 
school’s ‘appreciation of the various 
#ifts of books made throughout the 
yeur, and nt the same time appeal for 
further gifts. The children read ex- 
teasively and widely: we get no grant 
from Government for books, and gifts 
will therefore be very greatly appre- 
ciated. 


SPORTS ACTIVITIES 


“In sports we can plny the game 
with anyone and Jose well, although 
~in-cricket- we-had-only—five-oppor- 
tunities of showing .our “losing” 
ability. The Ist. XI had a very suc- 
cessful season playing 21 games, the 
opponents including focal Lengue 
games, Naval Units, Army Com- 
panics, and the R.A.F. Sixteen 
garhes in all were won and five lost. 
Our only Inter-school games - were 
with the Diocesan Boys’. Schbdol .who 
were defeated twice. In football 17 
matches were plnycd, out of which 8 
were won, 3 drawn. and six lost. 

“There was a very marked im- 
provement in the standard of the 
girls’ hockey, and they did well to 
win the Junior Seven-n-side Trophy 
and finish third in the Junior Hockey 
League. It is very gratifying to 
notice that girls Jeaving this school 
are taking team places In so many 
of the Colony's Ladies’ Clubs.

MR. WYLIE'S SPEECH

LEGAL POINT IN 
RE-HEARING 


An announcement on 2 Iegul point 
in a loctil Ordinance was made by 
Mr. E. Himsworth at the Kowloon 
Magistracy this morning, when a 
case of possession of dangerous goods 
was again brought-before him. ; 

The action was the fe-hearing ofa 
charge brought by Mr. J. C, Fitz- 
Henry, ‘the Deputy Superintendent of 
the Fire Brigade, on September 3, 
ogalnat Lai Yu for having in his 
possession dangerous: goods, without 
a licence. The alleged dangerous 
goods, 270 tons of kerosene distillate 
and 347 ‘tins df kerosene and/or 
kerosene distillate, were found on a 
lighter in Cheung Sha Wan Bay on 
September. 2. ; 

Lai Yu waa fined $150 at the carlicr 
hearing and an order was mode for 
the confiscation of the 347 tins of 
kerosenc. He was, however, granted 
n re-hearing on the grounds that the 
offence was a technical one and that 
he had no legat representation, 

Mr. M. J. Abbott, 
Grown Solicitor, assisted by, Mr. J, C, 
Fitz-Henry, prosecuted, and Mr. F. H, 
Loseby appeared on behalf of Lal Yu.

In orter to substantiate this’ view it 
is necessary 10 examine the history of 
this clause in further detail. The 
clause was, according to the marginal 
note, ' originally taken from the 
English Act 34 and 35 Vict ¢. 105 sec- 
3. Section 3_ of that Act rends 
as follows:—"For the purposus of this 
Act the term ‘petroleum’ includes any 
rock oll, Rangoon oll, , Burmah_ oil, 
ofl mnde from petroleum, coal, shist, 
shale, peat or ofber bituminous: sub- 
stance, and any products of petroleum, 
er any of the above mentioned olls; 
and the term “petroleum to which this 
act applics’ means such 
petrofecum so.defned as, when tested 
In the manner set forth in Schedule 
I of this Act, gives off an imflammable 
Vapour at a temperature of less than 
100 degrees of Farenhcit's therma- 
meter." ie 

‘We are, ut present, ‘only concerned 
with the first part of that scetion, In 
the ‘original Hongkong . Ordinance 
LVide H.K. Govt. Gazette 1873 Vol. 
XIX p, 310}. the marginal note to 
Section VI (pow Section 4) also 
states that the local Ordinance pur- 
ports to folluw 34 and 36 Vict. ¢ 105 
sec. 3. .
